MEETINGS: 


The Executive met on 4 December and 18 January. 


MEMBERSHT P:

The election 
recognizes Mr. Perkins‘ major contribution to Australian entomology 
through his own distinguished research, through his teaching of many of 
those now practising as entomologists, and through his active support of 
the Entomological Society of Queensland over many years. 


STUDENT AWARD: 


Nineteen essays were entered by students for the Society's Student 
Award of $200. The entries were read by a panel of three referees who 
unanimously recommended to the Executive that the Award be made to 
Mr. H.M. Henderson, a student in the Faculty of Agriculture of the 
University of Sydney, for his essay on the subject “Insects and Man: 
successful organisms for different reasons". A special award will also 
be made to the runner-up, Miss R. Whitehouse, of the same Faculty, for 
her essay on the subject “Agriculture has been the insects' best friend 
and enemy". 


INSECT EXPORT RESTRICTIONS SURVEY COMMITTEE: 


As noted in the previous issue of the News Bulletin (Vol. 9, Pt. 4, 
November 1973) a survey will be made of the views of members on the new 
Customs Regulation that places restrictions on the export from Australia 
of insects, ticks and spiders. Since that issue, the Executive has

zoologists concerning the need for, and the desirability of, Regulation

WESTERN AUSTRALTA: 
Sitona weevil 


The first record of live Sitona humeralts Stephens in Western 
Australia occurred in December in trial plots of medic at a research 
station in the Perth metropolitan area. 


Every attempt is being made to prevent the establishment in Western 
Australia of this weevil, which is a serious pest of lucerne and medics 
in the eastern states. Heavy spraying with azinphos -ethyl and burning 
were carried out as immediate eradication measures, and these will be 
repeated at regular intervals for six months. Surveys of other research 
stations which received material from the original site of infestation 
have proved negative, but routine monitoring will continue. 


The following coincidence is worthy of note: Dr. Harry Uther Baker, 
who is working in this state on the taxonomy of ground weevils, discovered 
on two occasions in 1972, dead Sitona weevils in imported jam from South 
Australia.

SOUTH AUSTRALTA: 


A dinner meeting was held for local members of the Society at the 
University of Adelaide Staff Club in mid-November. The meeting was well 
attended, and gave members an opportunity to meet more recent members. 
It was pleasing to see a number of amateur entomologists attend. The 
success of the evening was ensured by the spirit shown so often by 
entomologists. 


As a member of the Rostrevor College expedition, Fr. Bede Lowery had 
the opportunity to collect extensively in the N.W. corner of the State - 
at 2,300 feet in the Musgrave Ranges. The ant collection comprised 65 
species, made up of 23 Formicines, 13 Dolichoderines, 15 Myrmicines, l 
Myrmeciine (the bulldog ant, Myrmecta desertorum Wheeler) and 13 Poner- 
ines. The latter included Amblyopone glauertt (Clark), a species 
previously recorded only from W.A. 


Of interest to Lepidopterists - 2 specimens of the white-tailed 
emperor moth (Polyura pyrrhus semprontus) were caught during November in 
suburbs in Adelaide. This is the first record of this species in S.A. 
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Waite Agricultural Research Institute 


Prof. Tom Browning visited the International Centre for Insect 
Physiology and Ecology, Nairobi, in November. He attended a meeting to 
finalize arrangements for a program to study the ecology of ticks 
associated with “relapsing-fever" in cattle. 


Dr. David Morgan began study leave in November. David will spend 
the first six weeks in Indonesia teaching at the University of Brawijawa, 
Malang, Java, then a short time in Rome after Christmas. The remainder 
of his study leave will be spent in London. 


Prof. J. Woiyke, Head of the Bee Department, Warsaw University, will 
spend 3 months in the Bee Laboratory at the Institute as a Visiting 
Professor. 


Department of Agrrtculture 


Mr. Don Swincer has joined the Agronomy Branch as a Research Officer, 
based at the Northfield Research Laboratories, after successfully 
completing an honours degree in entomology at the Waite Institute. Don 
will be mainly studying chemical and non-chemical methods for broad acre 
control of cutworm pests. 


Dr. Peter Bailey has recently joined the Horticultural Branch, and 
is stationed at the Loxton Research Centre. Peter will be studying 
integrated control of pests in orchards in the Riverland Districts of 
South Australia. He was formerly stationed at the Lowlands Agricultural 
Experimental Station, Keravat, P.N.G., studying integrated pest control 
in plantations. 


Mr. Peter Birks attended the Commonwealth and States Entomology 
Committee meeting held in Lae, New Guinea, in October. Peter stayed on 
for an extra week with Terry Bourke and Graham Baker, looking mainly at 
pest/crop situations. 


Mr. John E. Swift, Statewide Coordinator - Pesticides Extension 
Entomologist, University of California, spoke with Departmental officers 
on pesticide registration and pesticide use in S.A. He is studying the 
impact of pesticide use in the U.S.A. on food products exported to 
Europe, Asia and Australia.

TASMANTA: 


The Department of Agriculture has reported that at the end of 
November, when Tasmania received strong northerly winds, the Australian 
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plague locust was recorded from King Island and from Circular Head in the 
far north-west of Tasmania. 


The Department was visited by Dr. John Swift, Pesticides Extension 
Entomologist at the University of California, who discussed the 
regulation of pesticide usage in Tasmania. 


Mr. Denis Albert, a forester from New Zealand, visited Tasmania for 
10 days early in January, looking for parasites of Paropsis charybdis. 
With help from David de Little, Dick de Boer and John Madden, he found 
the host insect over a wide area. 


On the Sirex front, the importation of parasitoids has been complet- 
ed because we now have all that we know exist, and studies on the 
attraction of Sirex to trees have been terminated. The current and 
future programme is concerned only with biological control - insect 
parasitoids and nematodes, their wider distribution, and evaluation. 
Results to date indicate that the complex of insect parasitoids should 
stabilize at a level of about 70 per cent parasitism, but in combination 
with the nematodes we should do much better than that. Two highlights 
might interest those in the biological control field: (a) At one site 
we have achieved establishment of Megarhyssa nortont with the liberation 
of only ten females; and (b) At Mt. Helen State Forest (Scottsdale), 
where 700 Sirex-infested trees were inoculated in 1972, 43 out of the 44 
trees sampled so far (i.e. struck in the following season) are infected 
by nematodes.

Melbourne Universrty 


Professor M.J.D. White has been on a collecting trip in arid areas 
of Western Australia, looking particularly for parthenogenetic grass- 
hoppers. 


Dr. J. Martin recently returned from a trip to New Zealand, where he 
visited entomologists at DSIR, and also collected Chironomidae (Diptera). 


La Trobe University 


Dr. W. Humphreys has joined the Department of Zoology as a Research 
Fellow. His general field of interest is physiological ecology of 
Hexapoda, in particular thermoregulation by terrestrial invertebrates 
and measurements of energetics. 


Of last year's Honours students, Mr. J. Blyth has joined the 
National Museum of Victoria to work on environmental impact studies, and 
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Mr. P. Stahle has joined a biological team working in Antarctica. 

Messrs G. Boyan and A.A. Calder are continuing research towards Ph.D.s, 
the former on sound production in Crustacea and the latter on the 
taxonomy of click beetles. Ms Jane Hughes has also started a Ph.D. 
project on the bird lice of different magpie races in Australia. 

Mrs. K. Barnett has started an Honours project under Dr. Alan Marshall 
on the physiological ecology of diapause in salt-loving insects, and 

Mr. P. Buckton is working on an Honours project under Dr. Tim New on the 
ecology of Lepidoptera of Acacia. 


National Museum of Vactorta 


Mr. A. Neboiss has been collecting extensively in the Victorian 
alpine country, especially caddis flies (Trichoptera). He has registered 
for a Ph.D. at Monash University, working on a taxonomic revision of 
Tasmanian Trichoptera. So far about 25% of the material studied has 
proved to be undescribed. 


The Museum has recently taken on extra staff to undertake an 
invertebrate survey of the Dartmouth Dam area, and an environmental 
impact survey of the La Trobe Valley, which are now under way. 


Mr. Charles McCubbin, President of the Entomological Society of 
Victoria, has also been working at the Museum lately. 


Victorian Pkant Research Institute 


Mr. Peter Ridland, who has just completed the degree of M.Agr.Sc. at 
the University of Melbourne, has been appointed to work on the Argentine 
ant. 


Plague locusts have been reported through N.E. Victoria, with the 
heaviest infestations around Wodonga, Benalla, Wangaratta, Bendigo and 
Echuca. Flying locusts have been seen at Wangaratta. Only minor damage 
to pastures and one or two crops has so far been reported, apparently 
because in this unusually wet season there is an abundant surplus of 
green grass for the locusts to feed on. Control measures are being aimed 
at bands of hoppers once these have developed after egg-hatching. 


CSIRO Division of Building Research 


Mr. Allan Rosel found live specimens of the smaller European elm 
bark beetle, Seolytus miltitstriatus (Marsh) (Coleoptera: Scolytidae), 
within elm branches in the Fitzroy Gardens, Melbourne, on 6 January 1974. 
This appears to be the first record of this insect in Australia. 


Allan has made a preliminary survey of infestations of this beetle 
within a five mile radius of the G.P.O. Localities in which actively 
boring adults were collected included St. James Park, the Royal Botanic 
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Gardens, Yarra Bend Road, Fairfield, Camberwell and Kew. Inspection of 
damaged material indicated that at least two flight seasons of the beetle 
had occurred. So far microbiological examination of the beetles and 
their galleries has failed to show the presence of the fungal pathogen of 
Dutch elm disease (Ceratocystis ulmt), that is spread by this beetle in 
other countries. This information has been passed to quarantine 
authorities and to state and federal government departments.

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QUEENSLAND : 


The Queensland Museum recently received a donation of 53 storeboxes 
from Mr. E. Sutton's collection of beetles. This is in addition to 35 
storeboxes already donated by Mr. Sutton in 1964 and brings the total to 
around 30,000 specimens. The collection was built up by exchange and by 
a lifetime collecting in the Granite Belt of Queensland, and is 
particularly rich in Curculionidae, Buprestidae, Cerambycidae, and 
Tenebrionidae. 


There has been some movement of staff in the Entomology Department 
at the University of Queensland. Professor D.S. Kettle has left his 
post as Head of Department to go on six months' sabbatical leave, during 
which he will spend most of his time at the Departments of Entomology at 
Imperial College London, and the London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine. He intends to spend a month in East Africa on his way back to 
Australia. During Professor Kettle's absence Dr. G.H.S. Hooper will act 
as Head of Department. 


Mr. Harry Burton left his tutorship in the Department in November to 
take up an appointment with the Australian team of scientists at the 
Davis Base in Antarctica, where he will examine the productivity of 
certain permanently ice-free lakes. 


Geoff and Sybil Monteith recently spent a productive three weeks 
collecting in New Caledonia and the New Hebrides. 


Members of the Department were pleased to welcome Dr. E. Exley back 
after a year's sabbatical leave which she spent working mainly in the 
British Museum (Natural History). 


A very recent addition to the Departmental staff is Dr. M. Rice, a 
specialist in insect behaviour and physiology. 


Queensland entomologists have expressed concern about the new 
legislation governing the export of Australian insect material (see 
Supplement in this issue), and several meetings have been held in the 
Brisbane area to discuss the matter and to consider what action should be 
taken.

PAPUA NEW GUINEA: 


Dr. K.A. Spencer from the U.K. spent October and November collecting 
Agromyzidae (Diptera) in the Papua New Guinea region. 


Dr. K.R. Norris and Dr. R.H. Wharton of CSIRO recently visited the 
screw-worm laboratories in Port Moresby. 
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Professor K.P. Lamb was scheduled to collect insects from the remote 
upper reaches of the Fly River whilst conducting an ecological survey for 
the Kennecott mining project in December. 


Mr. J. Dodd, Botanist at University of Papua New Guinea, has reported 
the destruction of experimental tomato crops in Waigani by Atractomorpha 
similis (Orthoptera, Pyrgomorphidae). 


The Port Moresby insect fauna is again springing to life after 
several weeks of generous rainfall. Most noticeable at present in the 
Waigani area is the usual population explosion of Lepidoptera including 
Papilio fuseus capaneus (Papilionidae) and several species of Fuploea 
(Danaidae). The Sphingids are well represented too, with large numbers 
of at least ten species aggregating at lights in the area.

Wau Ecology Institute is an organization in Papua New Guinea 
dedicated to research, education and conservation. From 1961 to 1971 it 
was the Bishop Museum (Honolulu) New Guinea Field Station. In late 1971 
it was incorporated and registered in Papua New Guinea. 


The Institute is situated at 1200 m in Wau Valley, on the lower 
Slopes of Mt. Kaindi (Morobe District, Northeast New Guinea). The 
grounds cover over 60 hectares, with large areas of research arboreta and 
some natural forest. Nearby are Araucaria mixed rainforest, oak forest, 
Nothofagus semi-moss-forest and other types of rainforest, as well as 
Banksia savanna, kunai, etc. There is road access to most types of New 
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Guinea environments, with extensive alpine grassland and tundra in 2 days' 
climb. 


There is a branch station at 2300 m at the summit of Mt. Kaindi, 45 
minutes drive from Wau, with furnished cabins; also a camp at 2600 m 
near the upper end of the main transect, a day's walk south of Edie Creek 
(1 hour drive from Wau), above which the moss forest is richly developed. 
The lower end of the transect extends to sea level near Lae, 3 hours’ 
drive from Wau. - 


Visitors are welcome by pre-arrangement. Charge is $A4.00 per 
person per night, with bedding and cooking facilities (but not food) 
Supplied, with discounts for longer periods and for groups. Four-wheel 
drive vehicles are usually available for rent.

JOURNAL REVIEW 


Journak of the Entomological Society of Australia (N.S.W.) 
Volume 8, 50 pp., illustrated; published 31 January 1974. 
Price $4.00 (overseas $4.50). 


This latest issue of the Journal of our affiliated Society has just 
come to hand. The contents include papers covering the following topics: 
factors limiting the distribution and abundance of some forest phasmatids 
(K.G. Campbell); the biology of the Spider Beetle Ptinus exulans 
(V.V. Hickman); the description and natural history of a new 'tube- 
building’ spider (B.Y. Main and R. Mascord); advances in pesticide- 
wildlife studies (B.N.K. Davis); the mass rearing of a cerambycid 
beetle for control of Lantana(P.W. Hadlington and J.A. Johnston); anda 
technique for culturing the Rutherglen Bug (F.L. Attia and M. Elshafie). 
Five notes on diverse topics, two obituaries, a short list of recent 
publications and a book review complete the main part of the volume. 


The present issue maintains the same pleasing standard of 
presentation set by its predecessors and the contents come as close to 
offering ‘something for everybody' as is possible in a compass of fifty 
pages. Unfortunately, technical difficulties have caused a considerable 
delay in publication (Volume 7 appeared in 1970), so that the annual 
sequence has been broken and a few of the articles lose something of 
their topicality. However, it is to be hoped that these difficulties 
have now been overcome. 


The wide variety of articles, ranging in scope from research papers 
and reviews to comments on technical problems and personal items, is 
characteristic of this Journal and is indeed the happy result of 
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deliberate editorial policy. In short, the Journal is described as a 
publication on general and applied entomology with a definite utilitarian 
bias. As such, it quite clearly serves a most useful role and deserves 
the continued support of all who may have suitable contributions to 
offer.

In my earlier warning regarding the ultra-violet radiation, or lack 
of it, from mercury vapour lamps, I referred to the two categories of 
lamp available: the high pressure mercury vapour lamps which require a 
choke to operate them, and the "blended" or mixed light lamps which can 
be plugged into a normal 240 volt lamp socket. 


The new phosphor coating on the inside of these lamps has caused 
the important UV radiation (365 nanometers) to be cut out completely 
from the blended lamps while, for some reason which cannot be determined, 
only cutting back slightly that emitted from the high pressure lamps. 


I have carried out a good deal of market research in the past few 
months and regret to say that no make of “blended” or mixed light lamp 
on the market produces the light which made them so good for the night 
collecting of insects in the past. It would also appear that there is no 
immediate chance of any change in this situation.. 


From the data made available to me by the major lighting companies, 
to whom I am indebted, it seems that the best available lamp for the 
collection of night flying insects is the 125 watt high pressure mercury 
vapour, together with the necessary ballast or choke. 


I feel sure that the extra weight we will now have to carry about 
with us will merely make us appreciate our catch more.
